000,000,000. It has doubled in population during the last 37 years, and 
it will undoubtedly double again the next 37. Texas alone can sup- 
port 175,000,000 people!, as it has become the first farming state in 
the world. 


I do not believe there is a man living who has brains enough to 


grasp the real conditions of the country, for outside a little strip 
along the Atlantic coast the entire country is palpitating with life. 
Judge Hedges, the oldest living Yale graduate, has lived to see the 
country increase from a population of 1,600,000 to 100,000,000 and it 
is not impossible that the sons of men living today, will see it roach 
.the 500,000,000 mark. Furthermore, the United States is beginning 
to control the industries of South America and to buy up the coun- 
try. It also owns 30 per cent of all the wheat fields of Canada west 
of "Winnipeg and probably two-thirds of all British Columbia, the 
richest province of Canada.
